The Special Agent in Charge of our Atlanta 
Office remains on the scene personally directing Agents 
of this Bureau who are engaged in assisting local 
authorities. A chech has been conducted ot service 
stations, garagss, cafes, motels and hotels in Atlanta 
which are open after midnight in an effort to develop 
any additional pertinent data concerning the bombing. 

An investigative lead developed from this chec& is 
receiving expeditious attention. 
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Extensive nei^borhood iniguiries conducted ’ 
in the vicinity of the Hebrew Benevolent Congregation 
reflected that at 1:0P a*m*^ October 12, 1958, an 
unidentified Hegro made inQuiry concerning the location 
of the Temple at a service station located in the immediate 
vicinity of the Temple. According to the operator of this 
service station, this individual was driving a 1956 Pontiac 
automobile hearing a South Carolina license tag superimposed 
on a C^orgia license tag. The operator of the service 
station advised that a photograph of ah individual having 
a lengthy criminal record closely resembled the unidentifiej 
HCgro. j^wever, Investigation reflected that this individu 
is currently confined in the. Stonewall public Worha Cdmp, 
Pulton county, Georgia. Efforts to locate the unid^zilbif led

In accordance with the investigation bexug conauctfed by 
Atlanta, SAC Johnson is maintaining close liaison with Chief Jenkins. 

He is at the scene of the bombing rendering every assistance possible in 
accordance with the Directories instructions. 

The news release on the United Press International (UPI) ticker 
which was the first ticker release Bureau received today carried a coherent 
position concerning "the President^es interest and the President’s contact 
through Mr. Haggrt^y with Mr, Hoover, For your reference the news release 
isN^t forthj 

**Atlanta~A dynamite explosion tore a hol^ in the wall and 
shattered windows today in the Atlanta Jewish Temple. 

The dynamiting on Atlanta -’s famed Peachtree Road was the 
fourth such attack on Jewish places of worship in the South . in 
recent months. It caused an estimated $200,000 damage, but no 
one was hurt. 

President Eisenhower called on J, Edgar Hoover, Director of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation, for a ’’full first hand repory"^ 
on the bombing”. He said the incident was ’’Deplorable,” ^ 

The e3q)losion, which ripped an 18-foot square hole through a^ 
main wall of the temple, occurred between 3:30 and 4 a.m. EST, No 
one was in the building at the time, but the blast shook homes in 
the area including the mansion of Gov, Marvin Griffin eight blocks 
away. 

Mayor William B. Hartsfield called the dynamiting the ’/Payoff 
for rabble-rousing in the Suth ”, He offered a $1,000 reward for 
capture of the dynamiters. 

About the time of the blast United Press International received 
an anonymous phone call from a person who identified himself as 
’’General Gordon of the Confederate Underground’.*, 

The caller informed the UPI that ”We have . just blown up a 
temple” and said other such indidents would follow. He said

**This is the last empty building I’ll blow up in Atlanta,” 
The explosion occured in the religious school area in the 
rear of the temple, and most of the damage was confmndd 
to that area. There was no fire. 

The Chief Executive, in New York for a crowded schedule of 
political conferences and public ceremonies, learned of 
the synagogue explosion when he returned to his suite at 
the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel from Columbus Day ceremonies. 
According to Press Secretary James C, Hagerty, the Chief 
Executive was ’’deeply concerned” and immediately ordered 
I&gerty to telephone Hoover, 

l^gerty said that to the gratification of the President, . 
the FBI already was in operation. 

The White House said Hoover had offered the Atlanta Police 
the full facilities of the FBI, including the Federal 
agency’s laboratories and other technical units if needed. 
The FBI agent in charge also was working in close 
collaboration with the Atlanta police. 

Hoover sent word_.to the President that his agents on the 
scene also were working with Atlanta au^'horities to see 
whether the synagogue blast came under Federal Jurisdiction, 
Presumably, the White House will receive further reports 
from Hoover when the President returns to Washington later 
to^ay." 


In accordance with the Director’s instructions, 
SAC Johnson after having been furnished verbatim this press 
statement was advised we were not to stand on any 
technicalities in connection with out investigation but 
that we were to vigorously pursue any possible leads. 
Particular stress should be given to .the ’’Confederate 
Underground” reference as well as to other groups or 
individuals who might' be able to throw some light on our 
inquiry. All offices have been alerted and there will 
be a full and complete exchange of any infoa?mation which 
may have a bearing on this situation, 

SAC Johnson at the scene stated a representative 
of the UPI, one I |who was on duty this morning, 

received a telepnone caxl at approximately 3:50 a.m. 

Based upon estimated time of the explosion between 3:30 
and 3:40, this individual who identified himself as 

Generali |of the Confederate Underground, called 

the UPI and mentioned the bombing in Tennessee, The 
individual allegedly stated all Jews must leave the South,

SAC Johnson states the area immediately ad;jacent 
to the sanctuary is an office-type building known as the 
educational building. It is situated to the rear of, the 
synagogue and this was the area which was bombed, At' the 
time Johnson called he said the Fort McPherson demolition 
experts (they are part of the Third Army Headquarters 
staff) are presently going over the scene and removing 
the debris. They are doing this pursuant to the request 
of the Police Department. Chief Jenkins and Johnson are 
at the scene. 



Johnson has talked with Rabbi Jacob M, Rothschild. 

He has indicated there has been no estimate of the damage 
but from a visual examination he believes damage to be 
extensive. The educational building is three stories in 
height. The basement is flooded. The two top floors, 
namely the second and third floors according to the 
architect are unsafe. The -, entrance to the building 
apparently was the area receiving the impact of the 
explosion. Although the Rabbi indicated there was no 
structural damage, this would be inconsisteht with what 
the architect has stated. 

The temple to which the people usually refer is 
correctly named the Hebrew Benevolent Congregation. According 
to Chief Jenkins, it is supposed to be one of the largest 
Jewish temples in the South.

Johnson indicated the Negro handyman who arrived 
at the temple between 7:30 and 8:00 this morning subsequently 
called the police department and thereafter Chief Jenkins 
called SAC Johnson to let him know there had been a bombing.

He indicated he wanted Johnson to know about it.

The police have put out a 
broadcast on the man and the car. This may have some 
bearing on the reference to the Nation of Islam, which is 
a colored group, and subsequently this is being given 
preferred attention. 

A news release indicated that an FBI spokesman 
had said the temple bombing followed ’’just about an exact 
pattern’* with earlier ones in Miami, Jacksonville and 
Birmingham. In each case news agencies received anonymous 
calls from someone identifying himself as a member of the

’’Confederate Underground.” This was mentioned to SAC Johnson 
who stated that no one had made any comment as indicated above. 
Johnson was reminded to make no comment. It was indicated to 
him that the UPI report which was read to him in which reference 
is made to the President and to Mr. Hoover speaks for itself 
and any inquiry should be referred to the comment as it 
cannot be enlarged upon or further clariffedd.

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SAC Johnson also advised that the representatives 
from the FBI Laboratory had arrived in Atlanta and were 
there assisting in the examination of the bombed premises. 
.Investigation conducted by agents in the neighborhood of 
Itheteraple was completed without any pertinent information 
being secured. Some people in the neighborhood stated they 
had heard a dull explosion but had done noifehing about it, 

SAC Johnson noted that a clock had been found in the rubble. 
It had stopped at 3:37 which would indicate that this was 
the time that the bomb went off. 


SAC Johnson stated that the Army demolition 
experts who had gone over the bombed premises expressed 
the view that the explosion had been handled by an 
individual expert in that field since the firing 
mechanism had been placed close to the dynamite and was 
thus destroyed in the blast. The Army experts were of the 
opinion that about fifty sticks of dynamite had been used 
to make up the bomb. 

All Southern offices have been instructed to 
determine the whereabouts Saturday and Sunday of all 
individuals concerning whom information has been received in 
the past indicating they might possibly be involedd in crimes 
of this type. This includes John Kasper, J, B, Stoner and 
other Klan leaders. In addition these offices have been told 
to contact their infoimants in order that we might secure all 
pertinent information on a timely basis.

Memoraudvun to the Director 


There follows information from our files on 
the organizations Nation of Islam, National States Rights 
Party and the Confederate Underground. 
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NATION OF ISLAM

In February, 1957, Confidential Informant T-1, who 
has furnished reliable infoxmation in the past, advised that 
the ^Nation of Islam” is an organization composed entirely 
of Negroes which was , organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. 
The national leader is Elijah Muhammad, who claims to have 
been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to lead the 
so-called Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness of 
North America. According to Muhammad, the purpose of the 
organization is to establish an independent black nation 
in the United States. 

Members follow the teachings of Muhammad, which 
are allegedly based on his interpretation of the "Koran.” 
They are taught that there is no such thing as a Negro j 
that the so-called Negro race is the original race on 
earth and is Asiatic inoprigin and nature; that they are 
not citizens of the United States but merely slaves; that 
the white race, referred to as "white devils,” is inferior 
to the Negro race but has exploited the Negroes, imposed 
slave names upon them, withheld from them the history of 
their true identity and culture, and, as a consequence, 
must and v/ill be destroyed in the approaching **War of 
Armageddon.” 


In the past, officials and members of the "Nation 
of Islam,” including Elijah Muhammad, have refused to 
register under the provisions of the Selective Service Acts, 
and have declared that members owe no allegiance to the 
United States . 

¥e are currently conducting active investigation 
of this organization under Executive Order 10450.^ 

NATIONAL STATES RIGBTS PARTY 


The National States Rights Party (NSRP) is the 
successor organization to the United White Party. Included 

1 among its members are several individuals who are or have 
been in the past members of IflLan organizations and several 
others who are notorious anti-Semites. In June, 1958, an 
informant who has furnished reliable information in the 
past advised that individual members of the NSRP had 
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threatened to assault or kill Bureau agents investigating 
the organisation. While individual members of this group 
have shown a tendency toward violence no infoxination has 
been developed indicating that the organization itself has 
adopted a policy of advocating or approving the commission 
of acts of force or violence to deny others their rights 
under the Constitutiiion. Therefore, we have conducted no 
investigation of the NSRP although the field has been 
instructed to follow their activities closely through 
informants. 


CONFEDERATE UNDERGROUND 


After several of the bombings which have occurred 
in the South in recent months, telephone calls have been 
made in which unidentified callers have represented themselves 
as members of the Confederate Underground and stated that 
the organization was responsible for such bombings. 

In July, 1958, an informant of the Birmingham 
Police Department stated that Jesse B. Stoner, a former 
Klan members and the one time head of the Christian Anti- 
Jewish Party, stated that he was the head of the Confederate 
Underground which consisted of six to eight members. Stoner, 
the principal suspect of the Birmingham Police Department in 
the attempted bombing of the Temple Beth-El, Birmingham, 
Alabama, on April 28, 1958, stated that the members of the 
organization were dedicated to violence and that the 
headquarters of the group was in Maple ton, Georgia. Stoner 
[implied that the group was involved in bombings in Miami, 

^ Birmingham and Nashville. 

Following the bombing of the Jewish Communityy 
Center in Nashville on March 16, 1958, southern offices 
were instructed to check with informants and sources 
concerning the existence of an organization known as the 
Confederate Underground in connection with the Bureau's 
responsibilities under Executive Order 10450 . None of 
j the informants or sources contacted could furnish any 
I information concerning the existence of this group . In 
view of the information furnished by the informant of 
the Birmingham Police Department in July, 1958, regarding 
the existence of the Confederate Underground and in 
connection with our responsibilities under Executive Order 
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10450, we instructed Atlanta, Birmingham, Savannah, 
Jacksonville and Knoxville to contact sources and informants 
for any information regarding the Confederate Underground and 
to alert such sources to furnish any information concerning 
its activities or members. We did not instruct the field 
to conduct a full scale investigation of the Confederate 
Underground since it was felt such action could result in 
local authorities criticiasing the Bureau for investigating 
the bombings. We have proceeded very cautiously in the 
matter so we ^ould not be dragged into investigating the 
bombings. Atlanta is office of origin and has submitted 
one report which has been disseminated to the intelligence 
agencies and to the Department. Investigation to date has 
failed to verify the existence of the Confederate Underground 
although in addition to inf omation received from the 
Birmingham Police Department informant concerning the group

With further reference to any intended action on the part \ 
of the local authorities in Atlanta to file, formal charges against the five \ 
persons •who are in custody, the foUowing information may be of interest 

There is a 72 hour rule in Atlanta which allows the local \ 
authorities to hold a person without any formal charges being filed. Thi^ 
is a local rule, is accepted by the local bar association and as a matter^ 
of practice is in force. \ 

.Some time today the local authorities will probably charge 
these persons formaUy. The nature of the charge is. not definitely to 
be ascertained but it would appear to be conspiracy to commit the 
bombing. There is a Fulton County grand jury in session which is 
a'vailable for such action. The, question of what the police depailment 
intends to do has not definitely been decided. This morning. Captain 

I who is in charge of the detectives tuider a superintendent and ^ 
who has been most,, concerned •with the activity in this case, has not 
given any indication as to what is contemplated until the matter is dis- ^ , 
cussed -with the superintendent. 

It is also noted if an individual is held for 72 hours, thereafter 
it is necessary to file a •writ of habeas corpus •which jhas to Be filed by h 
State Judge .seekii^ release. They do not seem to be too concerned

Atlanta is keeping in touch •with this phase of the matter So that we will

A lie detector expert of the state 
has made his facilities available to the Atlanta Police Department and 
instructions were given to the Atlanta Office that we ought to handle all 
lie detector examinations in view of the fact that we sent our man doWn 
to Atlanta for this express purpose and as we are working in close 
cooperation with the Atlanta police in the use of our facilities and man- 
power, there doesn’t appear to be any need to utilize the state expert. 

If additional equipment or manpower is needed, we, of course, have such 
facilities and can afford their immediate use. Atlanta was instructed to 
follow this procedure with a firm handbut of course no one need to be 
offended because we are maintaining a firm position. Atlanta is going 
forward with these plaiis. 


The Director’s observation that while the situation must be 
handled tactfully, there is no reason vhy we should not be in on all inter- 
views and press for prompt handling because if this case is not cracked 
the FBI will get the brickbats and not the Atlanta police.
